REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1893,

The  Port  of  Liverpool  extends  from  the  termination  of  the  Port  of 
Chester,  namely,  at  the  Red  Stones  at  Hilbre  Point,  up  the  River 
Mersey  on  the  Cheshire  shore  to  the  west  of  the  entrance  to  the  Ship 
Canal  at  East-ham,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  across  the  said 
entrance,  and  along  the  Cheshire  shore  of  the  River  to  Ince  Perry.  It 
then  crosses  the  Mersey  in  a  line  to  Dungeon  Point,  and  continues  along 
the  coast  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  to  a  place  called  Hundred  End 
W  ater  on  the  south  of  the  River  Ribble.  All  waters,  docks,  quays,  &c., 
and  the  open  sea  for  3  miles  from  shore,  all  boats,  vessels,  and  landing- 
places,  and,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  all  persons 
therein,  are  included  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

CHANGES  IN  ADMINISTRATION. 

During  the  year  1893  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  made  certain 
alterations  in  the  administration  of  the  port  sanitary  work,  more 
especially  with  a  view  to  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  increasing  duties 
thrown  upon  it  by  new  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Early  in  the  year,  namely,  on  January  18th,  a  Public  Inquiry  was 
held,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  by  Mr.  Jenner  Fust 
and  Dr.  Barry,  into  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  Port  of  Liverpool, 
and  the  general  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  Mersey  District,  more 
especially  in  view  of  a  possible  importation  of  Cholera.  The  Inquiry 
was  very  fully  attended  by  representatives  of  the  various  riparian 
authorities  concerned,  as  well  as  by  others  interested  in  the  matter. 
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On  January  31st,  as  a  result  of  the  Inquiry,  Mr.  Fust  announced, 
inter  alia ,  that  they  recommended  to  the  Local  Government  Board  that 
the  Liverpool  City  Council  should  remain  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
for  the  Customs  Port  of  Liverpool,  and  that  an  arrangement  should  be 
made  between  Liverpool  and  liuncorn  in  regard  to  any  cholera-infected 
ships  arriving  at  the  latter  port.  They  also  recommended  that  certain 
administrative  changes,  some  of  which  were  already  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  Health  Committee — such  as  additions  to  the  staff, 
erection  of  offices  at  the  Pierhead,  improvements  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital,  and  other  matters — should  be  proceeded  with. 

On  April  5th  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Council  u  to 
inquire  and  report  as  to  the  present  working  of  the  port  sanitary, 
ambulance  and  hospital  arrangements  of  the  City  ;  to  ascertain  if  any, 
and  what,  improvements  could  be  made  in  the  direction  of  increased 
efficiency,  and  the  avoidance  of  overlapping  or  duality  of  control.”  On 
June  17th  the  Chairman  of  this  Sub-Committee,  Mr.  Watts,  together 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Alderman  Hawley, 
had  a  further  interview  with  Dr.  Barry,  at  the  Local  Government  Board 
Offices,  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  action  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
should  be  in  complete  accord  with  the  views  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

On  August  29th  the  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  the  Members 
of  the  Hospitals  Committee  be  appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose 
of  executing  all  the  powers  conferred,  or  to  be  conferred,  upon  the 
Council  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  Port  of  Liverpool,  and 
which  the  Council  are  authorised  to  delegate  to  a  Committee,  and 
that  such  Committee  be  designated  the  Port  Sanitary  and  Hospitals 
Committee,  a  recommendation  which  was  duly  carried  into  effect. 

In  the  meantime,  the  staff  of  officers  for  port  sanitary  work  was 
strengthened  by  the  additional  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  and  3  suitably  qualified  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  Shipping,  all 
these  officers  devoting  their  whole  time  to  port  sanitary  work  ;  and  it 
was  arranged  that  the  staff  of  the  Plealth  Committee  should  be  available, 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  heretofore,  when  their  services  were  required. 

On  October  31st  the  Local  Government  Board  settled  an  Order 
permanently  constituting  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Liverpoo]  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  for  the  Port  of  Liverpool. 
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CHOLERA  PRECAUTIONS. 

The  preventive  measures  adopted  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Committee 
against  the  importation  of  Cholera  into  the  Port  of  Liverpool  are  based 
upon  the  Regulations  and  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  made 
in  accordance  with  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  section  130 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  provisions  of  these  requirements  may  be  epitomised  as  follows  : — - 

{a)  Vessels  infected  ivith  Cholera.  If  any  Officer  of  Customs  on 
the  arrival  of  any  ship  ascertain,  or  have  reason  to  suspect  that  she 
is  infected  with  Cholera,  he  shall  cause  her  to  be  detained  in  a  place 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  Sanitary  Authority,  whose  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall 
thereupon  visit  and  examine  the  ship.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  required  to  visit  and  examine  any  ship  which  he  may  suspect  to  be 
infected  with  Cholera,  whether  she  has  been  examined  by  the  Customs 
Officers  or  not. 

Such  persons  as  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  Cholera  (on  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  certifying  to  that  effect)  are  to  be  removed,  if 
their  condition  permits,  to  hospital ;  and  persons  suffering  from  any 
illness  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  suspects  may  prove  to  be 
Cholera,  may  be  detained  by  him  for  two  days  for  observation,  either  on 
board  ship  or  in  a  suitable  hospital ;  and  if  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Cholera,  they  are  to  be  dealt  with  accordingly.  Other  persons  are  to  be 
permitted  to  depart  upon  giving  their  names,  addresses,  and  places  of 
destination,  which  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
concerned. 

Persons  suffering  from  Cholera,  and  removed  to  hospital  as  directed 
in  the  Order,  may  not  leave  such  hospital  until  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  certifies  that  they  are  free  from  the  disease. 

Finally,  this  Order  requires  Masters  of  vessels  infected  with  Cholera 
on  arriving  within  three  miles  of  the  coast  of  England  and  Wales,  to 
hoist  a  quarantine  signal,  and  requires  the  Master  of  the  ship,  under 
a  heavy  penalty,  to  carry  into  execution  such  directions  as  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  shall  give  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection. 
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( b )  Vessels  and  persons  from  Cholera-infected  places  are  dealt  with 
under  the  Order  dated  September  6th,  1892,  which  empowers  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  the  case  of  a  vessel  coming  from  a  place 
infected  with  Cholera,  or  having  passengers  on  hoard  in  a  filthy  or 
unwholesome  condition,  to  require  every  person  on  board  to  satisfy 
him  as  to  their  names,  addresses,  and  places  of  destination  before 
leaving  the  ship.  He  may  also  direct  the  hilge  water  to  be  pumped 
out  before  the  vessel  enters  any  dock  or  basin,  and  all  casks  or  tanks 
containing  drinking  water  on  board  such  vessel  to  be  emptied  and 
cleansed. 

The  Order  lays  upon  the  Master  the  onus  of  causing  the  above 
directions  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

(c)  The  importation  of  rags  and  other  articles  from  infected 
conn  tries.  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  were  issued  from 
time  to  time  prohibiting  the  importation  of  rags  from  certain  specified 
Cholera-infected  districts. 

An  Order  of  December  14th,  1892,  permitted  rags  to  he  landed 
for  disinfection  or  destruction,  and  directed  that  they  should  remain 
in  charge  of  Officers  of  Customs  until  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
had  certified  that  they  had  been  so  dealt  with. 

The  Order  of  August  5th,  1898,  interdicts  the  delivery  overside  of 
dirty  bedding,  or  disused  and  filthy  clothing,  except  for  purposes  of 
disinfection  or  destruction  in  accordance  with  prescribed  details. 

An  Order  dated  September  18th,  1893,  differentiated  rags  imported 
as  merchandise  from  dirty  bedding,  and  disused  or  filthy  clothing,  and 
permitted  the  former  to  be  imported  without  restriction,  provided  that 
they  were  packed  in  bales  under  pressure,  and  bound  with  iron  bands. 


CHOLERA  AND  THE  PORT  OF  RUNCORN. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  in  August,  proposed  to  issue  an  order 
providing  that  the  duties  hitherto  discharged  by  Officers  of  Customs  in 
connection  with  ships  bound  for  the  Port  of  Liverpool  shall  be  performed 
by  the  Officers  of  Customs  in  connection  with  any  ship  bound  for  the 
Port  of  Runcorn,  and  the  vessel  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Port  of  Liverpool,  as  in  the  case  of  Liverpool-bound  ships. 
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In  the  event  of  a  Cholera-infected  vessel  having  passed  through  into 
the  district  of  the  Port  of  Runcorn,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Runcorn  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  empowered  to  visit  any  ship  he  may 
suspect  to  be  infected  ;  and  in  the  event  of  his  finding  a  vessel  infected, 
he  is  to  remain  on  board  such  ship  until  she  is  moored  in  the  Sloyne, 
and  until  she  is  taken  charge  of  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Port  of 
Liverpool. 

Any  expenses  incurred  by  the  Liverpool  Port  Sanitary  Authority  to  be 
deemed  to  be  a  debt  due  from  the  Runcorn  Port  Sanitary  Authority  to 
the  Liverpool  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS. 

On  June  30th,  in  view  of  the  existence  of  Cholera  in  various  ports  in 
France  and  elsewhere,  the  Medical  Officer  recommended  that  all  vessels 
coming  from  these  ports  should  be  medically  inspected  and  examined  on 
arrival.  This  duty  of  inspection  was  undertaken  by  Dr.  Moore,  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  by  Dr.  Roberts,  these  gentlemen  taking 
alternate  tides,  and  discharging  the  onerous  duties  involved  with  the 
closest  attention. 

Vessels,  on  entering  the  port,  were  boarded  from  Her  Majesty’s 
Customs  launch.  If  from  stress  of  weather,  or  other  cause,  it  was  not 
possible  to  board  the  vessel  on  entering  the  port,  they  were  boarded 
from  the  pierhead  or  quay,  as  they  entered  the  docks,  having  declared 
all  well  on  board.  During  the  stay  of  the  vessels  in  port  they  were 
systematically  visited  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  if  any  illness  had  arisen  subsequent  to  the  arrival  of  the 
vessel. 

The  number  of  vessels  arriving  from  infected  ports  and  medically 
inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Cholera  Orders  was  210,  the  inspection 
being  continued  until  October  25th.  Subjoined  is  a  table  of  vessels 
inspected  medically  : — -

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The  following  may  be  specially  mentioned  : — - 

1.  The  s.s.  “Ant  ”  arrived  from  St.  Petersburg  (having  touched  at 
various  ports  en  route )  on  the  evening  of  July  24th.  Two  men  were 
found  to  be  sick  with  choleraic  symptoms,  viz.,  James  Patton,  aged  22, 
stoker,  and  William  Yateman,  aged  26.  Both  men  were  removed  on 
the  morning  of  July  25tli  to  the  Hospital  at  New  Ferry.  After  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  hospital,  and  under  appropriate  diet  and  treatment,  their 
condition  rapidly  improved,  and  after  six  days  .detention  they  were 
allowed  to  go. 

2.  s.s.  “  Manauense ,”  via  Lisbon  and  Havre,  arrived  on  August  23rd 
at  1  a.m.,  and  was  medically  examined,  all  well  at  that  time.  She 
passed  into  the  Brunswick  Hock,  and  at  4  a.m.  a  seaman,  named  W. 
Wills,  was  seized  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  and  severe  cramps  in  the 
abdomen  and  limbs.  He  was  removed  to  the  Parkhill  Hospital,  and 
recovered  after  a  few  days  illness.  Both  vessels  were  dealt  with  in 
the  usual  way. 

In  view  of  the  enormous  loss  to  trade  generally,  which  the  importation 
of  cholera  into  the  Port  of  Liverpool  -would  entail,  the  co-operation  of 
all  persons  interested  in  the  shipping  trade  is  to  be  looked  for  in  facili¬ 
tating  the  measures  adopted  to  limit  the  extension  of  the  disease  should 
it  at  any  time  be  brought  into  the  Mersey. 

With  regard  to  other  forms  of  infectious  disease  arriving  in  the  port,  it 
will  be  noticed  in  table  3  that  the  number  of  such  cases  arriving  in  1893 
was  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  It 
will  be  seen  from  table  2  that,  notwithstanding  the  large  number  of 
emigrants  arriving  overland,  only  11  were  found  on  their  arrival  to  be 
suffering  from  sickness,  and  were  removed  to  hospital.

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SHIPPING  FIRMS  USING  THE  DISINFECTING  APPARATUS. 

The  use  of  the  disinfecting  stations  belonging  to  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  was  granted  to  several  firms  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting 
merchandise  and  personal  effects. 

In  view  of  the  great  inconvenience  which  the  requirements  of  the 
shipping  companies  entailed,  the  Port  Medical  Officer  advised  the 
representatives  of  the  companies  that  they  must  procure  disinfecting 
accommodation  of  their  own,  and  not  in  future  rely  upon  apparatus 
intended  for  sanitary  purposes  only,  and  which  was  not  constructed  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  commerce. 


SYSTEMATIC  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS. 

For  this  purpose  the  Liverpool  Port  Sanitary  District  is  divided  into 
north,  south,  and  outlying  divisions,  to  each  of  which  an  Inspector  is 
appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  vessels  lying  within  his  district. 

The  points  on  which  the  Inspectors  are  required  to  report  include  the 
efficiency  of  sanitary  fittings  ;  the  condition  of  the  bilges  and  bilge 
water ;  the  source  of  supply  and  storage  of  drinking  water,  cleanliness, 
accessability  for  cleansing  purposes,  and  protection  from  contamination 
of  tanks,  &c.  ;  and  the  condition  of  crews’  quarters  with  regard  to 
ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  protection  from  weather. 

When  the  Inspector  reports  that  structural  modification  may  be 
necessary,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Moore,  visits  the  vessel, 
and,  if  it  is  requisite,  a  notice  is  served  upon  the  owner  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Act,  requiring  the 
necessary  work  to  be  done. 

It  is,  however,  relatively  seldom  that  this  course  is  necessary,  as  the 
agents  or  masters  are  usually  prepared  to  accept  the  responsibility  of 
causing  the  suggestions  made  to  be  carried  into  effect.

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INSPECTION  OF  EMIGRANTS. 

The  medical  inspection  of  emigrants  on  board  the  outward-bound 
steamers  is  carried  on  by  Medical  Officers  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  also,  during  certain  seasons,  by  Medical  Officers  acting  for 
the  American  Government.  Emigrants  showing  symptoms  of  any  illness, 
or  coming  from  localities  where  infection  is  rife,  are  liable  to  be  rejected  ; 
persons  liable  to  become  a  charge  upon  the  public  in  America  may  be 
rejected  in  the  discretion  of  the  examining  officers  ;  further,  the  rejection 
of  one  member  of  a  family  may  necessitate  the  detention  of  the  rest. 

One  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Committee’s  Inspectors  is  present  at  each 
embarkation  of  emigrants,  to  take  charge  of  any  who  may  be  rejected, 
and  convey  them  to  an  appropriate  place.  In  this  w7ay  the  possibility  of 
an  emigrant  who  is  suffering  from  any  infectious  disease  being  allowed 
to  wander  through  the  streets  is  obviated. 

Since  April  20th  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  attended  at  the 
medical  inspections  of  Emigrants  on  board  of  231  vessels,  that  being  the 
total  number  in  which  medical  inspection  was  required.  From  38  of 
these  rejections  were  made ;  48  persons  (9  Adults,  36  Children,  and 
3  Infants)  being  returned  on  shore  as  suffering  from  illness. 

The  number  of  emigrants  embarked  during  the  year  is  167,468.

EMIGRATION. 

The  number  of  emigrants  passing  through  the  City  during  the  year 
was  33,318  less  than  last  year.  The  reduction  is  due  to  the  restrictions 
placed  upon  emigration  to  the  United  States,  owing  to  the  extensive 
prevalence  of  Cholera  upon  the  Continent.  The  total  number  of 
emigrants  to  the  United  States  in  1892  was  157,212,  and  last  year  it 
had  diminished  to  115,438. 

The  following  is  a  return  of  the  number  of  emigrants,  and  clearances 
of  ships,  including  those  passenger  vessels  in  which  medical  inspection 
was  not  required,  from  1883  to  1893  : —
